El Paso, Tex., March 23.—All 


reports here this afternoon indi- 
cate that General Fershing has 
taken over the Mexico-Northwest- 
ern railroad from Casas Grandes 
south to Madera, in Chihuahua 
state, to transport troops and sup- 
plies. 


Pershing, it is believed, rushed 


infantry to Madera by train to get 
behind Villa, who is reported to be 
between Casas Grandes and Ma- 
dera. With Colonel Dodd's cav- 
alry driving down on the outlaw 
from Casas Grandes, it is thot Per- 
shing plans to trap Villa and force 
his surrender or a decisive battle. 


MAY OFFER EEWARD 


Washington, March 28.—A reso- 


lution to authorize President Wil- 
son to pay $50,000 for the delivery 
of the body of Pancho Villa into 
the hands of the military author- 
ities of the United States was in- 
troduced in the house today by 
Representative Scott of Philadel- 
phia. 


MILITIA CONSIDERED 


Washington, March S3—For the 


first time since the Villa man hunt 
was ordered, the government to- 
day seriously considered possible 
necessity of using the state militia 
on the border. 


Every available man of the regu 


lar army may be needed by Gen- 
eral Funston to cope with the Vil- 
listas, reported reinforced by de- 
serting Carranzistas. 


If the entire regular army now 


in the United States is thrown 
into Mexico, it is believed the presi 
dent will have to call for the Na- 
tional Guard or volunteers for bor- 
der patrol work. 


Secretary of War Baker had 


"not a syllable*' to say about the 
militia; but he did not deny that 
he is considering a call to the state 
troops. 


If it becomes necessary to call 


out the National Guard, army of- 
ficials said they would be used 
merely for service on this side of 
the-border, while the regulars are 
dispatched into Mexico. 


Most of the mobile army in the 


United States is already in or near 
Mexico. In addition, the govern- 
ment has the coast artillery, the 
army in the Philippines and Alas- 
ka and several thousand marines 
of the navy to call upon in a real 
emergency. 


Washington, March 23.—All the 


regular forces in the United States
